11 Persons Die 
in Train Wreck, 
Many Injured 


Bryn Mawr, Pa., May 18 —(/P)— 


Two famed Pennsylvania railroad 
passenger trains crashed near this 
Philadelphia suburb today, killing 
11 persons and injuring at least 
51 others. 


None of Uic dead has been idcn 


tified.

Philadelphia night express and thp 
Red Arrow, bound from Detroit to 
New York, six others were reported 
to have been located in the debris 


The Rod Arrow plowed into the 


rear of the stopped night express 
at C:38 a. in. Eastern standard 
time, a short distance west of the 
sallon here. 


A npokcsman for the 1JRR said 


the 19-car Philadelphia night ex- 
press had been halted on a signal 
indicating that somching 
taipht 


be dragging from undrneaUi the 
train. 


It was while the crew was try- 


ing to detect the drag that the Red 
arrow smashed into the rear car 
— a sloping car from Cleveland, 
O. — telescoping it and splitting 
it in half. 


Thiscar had a sleeping capac- 


ity of 24, the spokesman said, but 
he added it had not ben deter- 
mined hbw many passengers ac- 
tually were there.

The engine of the Red 
Arrow 


nosed straight Into the air, then 
tumbled onto its side. Behind the 
locomotive were two unoccupied 
cars — a train crew dormitory and

pied, it was speculated, the loss of 
life likly would have been great- 
er.

The climactic struggle 
on 
the 


actual battlefield begins with the 
American congress. and the Amor 
ican people still divided in "the 
great debate" over how best to 
win victory In Korea. 


But whether the MacArthur or 


the adminisration military policy 
is followed, no quick end to the 
war is in sight. The average G. I. 
feels the rotation system is more 
likely to get him out of Korea than 
a sudden Allied triumph.

There is also, of course, the real 


possibility, as 
General

has warned that the bombers of 
Manchuria might bring Soviet Rus- 
sia into the war under terms o fits 
mutual assistance pact with Red 
China. 


What then can end the Korean 


war? The present policy still seems 
to be to go on killing trained Red 
troops until China becomes unwill- 
ing to accept her casualties. 


That leaves two questions in Ko- 


rea. Can our army protest itself in 
the face of the tidal waves of ene- 
my infantry now being hurled at 
U? Is there any method by which \ 
we can destroy more Chinese than 
we have been? 


The answer to the second ques- 


tion lies in whether the American 
army has certain secret weapons 
ready for use — and whether. If 
they are tready, it intends touse 
them in Korea. 


Chief among them U atomic art- 


tlery. Army Chief of Staff Collins 
once said he had seen nothing to 
convince him atom bomb siiould 
be employed tactically in Korea. 


But in such an offensive as the 


present there certainly should be 
a tactical use tor any engine or 
gun that can hurl atomic sheets 
into areas 
where 
the 
enemy 


if massed.
